Logislators mny spread such laws upon the

It is equally  apparent, as has beon domon-
strated so many times;, that a teeiff upon
manu fctured goods inereasds thele vast and
e cost of ke goods produced at nome, be
cuiso of such gaols we produce less than we
st annd oonee must-suppiy our wants in pact
by bimportations [fom other countirles,

Bat this [neropstd ¢ost is not the farmer’s
chief ground of complalnt aguinst a protect-
ive toriM.  He most have o market for his
surpios prodiction o forewgn dands,  Unidlie
the i factarer he produees lirgely more
thivn the Bome murket will tike  The most
important question therefore for him 1o con-
sidor is low to extend the markets for his
proclucts.  Nothing Is more plain thian  the
fuct thit if we sell 1o forcign nations we
must buy of them,  Nounation cou loug pay
in golil for any considornbie nmount of  1m-
wrts, and escape  sankeaptey, 1 fullows
rresistably that a tarlf! that Keops  the
poducts of any fordien nation out of our
markets st to i cotsiderable extent keep
oues out of its kol nnd Tnasmuach us the
furmors of the contry supply theeo-fourths
of all onre esports, they wre thechief suffer-
ors f’lmm any palicy that accomplishes suclin
resfait,

Recalling the sentimont of my tonst.**What
our farmoers have o vight to demand,” perit
me 1o add thot they represeut an industey os
old wt least as the civilication of man, as la-
borious as any thut hos ever fallen to Iulia lot,
withiout the suceessful prosecutfon of which
the whole himan  fanlly would lapse  into
barbarlsm and ond fn decny. A business
that forms the  buse of every  other, without
which the channels of trade would ran dey,
the eltles of thepnrth monfdor to dust, and
the woealth of the world disappear,

Consideral apart from thelr business they
are the boue and sinoy of this ontion. With
their own ealloused hiands they huve produced
the bulk of its woultl; in times of war they
bave been s stuirdy defenders, in times  of
pegene the promoters of its welfare,

all property bear ita just poriion of that
turdon: that markets broad enough to con-
stme the products of theie labor and capital
at compensiatory prices, be as carefully looked
wter and nurtuped o8 those thot consume
the productions of labor wsod capitul eni-
ployed in other lines of bHusiness,

They way wlso demand that & currency
which is gosd cnough for one man shall be
made rn:ul onough for all others and plenty
cnough to preserve a just equallty between
its valne and the value of the products of
Iabor in all legitimate kionds of business,
That botl the natlon and the state shall exar-
vise over lines of transportation a reasonable
and  Just control, to the eund that their
products, the most bulky compared to thele
value of any produced, shall not be sub-
joeted to charges out of proportion to such
vitlue.

Attorney  Generpl  Millee may well
foel proud of the high  compliments
which have veen pald bim during the wide
mettion of his name [y connection with the
suprems court vacancy and. the general ap-
approval of such a suggestion, but the presi=
dent aesdives that his cabinet slite shall ve-
mubie intect theoughout his administeation,
Some Michipan men expected the apooints
mient of Judge Hussellof  Deteolt wotil the
lust duy or two aem when they were led to
balleve that i they untted upon Judge
Brown, he meht succmd without exception,
they all joined In a héarty recommendation
of the nominea, Judge Brown has been for
some yeurs presiding over the United States
district ¢ourt for the enstorn district of
Michigan. He is deseribed as nbout fifty
vours of age, tall broad stouldered sl ro-
bust. [lis fiee Ls cleay shaven, giviag hin'a
Websterian  expression,  which dombines
intellectual  force  and dignity, His
voiee his the peecaline depth
and  profundity of a tragedion’s,  Judige
Brown Is a gradunte of Yale, class of '52, e
stidid law in Deteolt and wf terward bocame
the  Junior partner of Johin S, Newberry,
formerly o member of congress from Dotrot,
and Ashley Pond, the presont westorh ntlor-
noy of the Vaaderoilt railvoad systom.  The
firin did an extensive admiralty business, in
which the junior partner shondistioguished
himself, Skxteen vear ago ho wis appointed
to the bench of the United Stites district
conrt and has held that position ever since,
His docisions have whigh standing among
tie  Judges, and it is said the Unitod States
supreme  bench consider thess decislons us
the strongest coming from the many distnet
venehes of the country.
